GEN. 
LEW WALLACE. 


Gen. Lew Wallace is dead. At the 


age of almost four-score years the 
distinguished soldier, famous dip- 
lomat and illustrious writer lays 
down the burden of his years. 
In 


his passing Indiana loses one of the 
greatest of her public figures and be- 
yond question the greatest of her na- 
tive sons. 


Had he no other claim to distinc- 


tion the fact of his authorship of 
"Ben-Hur" would give ample vouch- 
safement of a perpetual fame. 
But 


it was inherent iu the character of 
General Wallace to do, whatever it 
was that he had to do, with distinc- 
tion. 
A soldier on the battlefields 


of two wars, lie served his country 
dth. patriotic fervor and with a na- 
tive genius for martial achievement. 
As a youth he commanded attention 
for meritorious service in the war 
with. Mexico. 
At the outbreak of 


the rebellion he was among the first 
to -head an Indiana regiment to tne 
front 
He rose rapidly in rank -and 


prior to the great battle of SMloh 
there was opening to him the path- 
way of rapid advance to a first place 
among the great captains 
of the 


union forces. What at that time was 
regarded 
by 
General 
Grant 
as 


flagrant disobedience of orders, but 
in. later years had come to be under- 
stood, even, "by Grant himself, as an 
unfortunate misunderstanding, cost 
General Wallace his rising prestige 


L implanted in his side a thorn 


that never 
ceased altogether 
to 


rankle. 
The "Shiloh controversy" 


has never yet been brought to satis- 
factory issue, and perhaps never will 
be, but 
General Wallace at least 


lived to see the day when General 
Grant and the country as well con- 
ceded his exoneration from charges 
that so gravely affected Ms honor as 
a soldier and 
his integrity as a 


patriot. 


General Wallace had written two 


other great romances iu addition to 
'Ben-Hur," and alone upon the re- 
pute of his authorship of "The Fair 


God" 
and "A Prince of India" his 


literary fame would have been high 
and lasting. But "Ben-Hur: A Tale 
of The Christ,'' was not only his lit- 
erary masterpiece, but it ranks as 
one of the great classical romances 
of the language and stands among 
the first of the great and powerful 
works of fiction of all languages and 
all times. The theme was one upon 
which only the boldest of masters 
would venture to seize for the spirit 
of a romance, but that it was a mas- 
ter who committed himself to a liter-
